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NOVELTY - An immunostimulant for application to skin contains hydroxy apatite 
powder, as active component. 

DESCRIPTION - An immunostimulant contains hydroxy apatite ( Cal0(PO4)6(OH)2) 
powder. 

None given. 

USE - As skin external preparation for application to skin with eczema, recovering 
immunoactivity and maintaining health. For prevention of dermatological disorders such 
as sunburn, inflammation and eczema, by applying the immunostimulant as cosmetics on 
the skin . 

ADVANTAGE - Immune-activity of the skin is recovered remarkably by applying the 
immnostimulant. Development of morbid conditions in patient's with weak 
immunoactivity, can be efficiently improved and self immunity is provided to the patient's 
by the immunostimulant. Immunoactivity is reinforced by applying and rubbing hydroxy 
apatite on the skin, and disease condition is improved. The cosmetics containing 
immunostimulant can be applied daily on the skin . 

EQUIVALENT-ABSTRACTS: 

PHARMACEUTICALS 

Preferred Formulation: Water is added to hydroxy apatite powder and a slurry is formed. 
The obtained slurry is applied to skin . 

Preferred Amount: 100 weight% (wt.%) of hydroxy apatite powder is added with water, 
and slurry containing 20-30 wt.% of hydroxy apatite in water is obtained. pH regulator 
and thickener are further added to the slurry. 

Administration is topical.
